BURIED BEAUTY IN OLD PARIS. 


Architectural Ex perts Find Much That 
Has Been Covered Up. 
It has been known for some time 
that the roadway in front of the Ca­ 
thedral of Notre Dame, in Paris, is 
much higher than it originally was, 
and that the view of the entrance suf­ 
fers in consequencAi. The architectur­ 
al ex pert of the Louvre Museum, M. 
Redon, has discovered that the Ix juvre 
is also buried beneath the ground to a 
far greater depth than J ie 
original 
plans warranted. 
M. Redon concludes 
from 
his 
investigations 
that, as 
planned at first, the liouvre was 
to 
have been encompassed by a moat, tlie 
ex cavation of which was prevented by 
the houses that surrounded it at the 
time. 
Afterward, when the houses 
were got rid of, the idea of the moat 
was forgotUm, and the lanu rose nat- 
araiiy to its present height, hiding 
over 24% feet of the building.

Committee for (he F^reservation of Old 
Paris intends, under M. Redon’s su­ 
pervision, to clear away the earth and 
disclose the magnificent stonework of 
which the base is constnictod.—Paris

I king s‘that a full stomach is a pro­ 
tection against low temperature. But 
for weeks the ground has been* cov­ 
ered with snow or ice, natural bird 
food has been hidden, and it would 
lie hard to estimate how many birds 
have died. 
If you 
sprinkle 
bread 
crumbs, broken nuts and corn, small 
grain, in a place easily found, 
you 
will be surprised to notice how soon 
a bird colony will pay you visits.

an image in front of where it would, 
did this muscle not act; and so this 
muscle overcomes tuis shortened eon- 
dition and forms the image where i 
should be, and so most all people see 
well, and simply because they can see 
plainly they can’t understand how 
,ho eye can 
be deformed. 
If the eye 
is too short, how can 1 
be lengthened ? 
This is an impossibility if undertak 
ell after the eye is matured (after fhe 
luth year). 
The only assistance that 
science has given so far is glasses 
and if they are fitted correctly they 
will do all of this focusing and “take 
the strain off,” and so the eye gets 
complete rest only when reading.
